The poorly attended meeting of 30 individuals 
included the Central Pennsylvania exalted 
cyclops, Albert Lentz and Pennsylvania imperial 
wizzard George Houser of Philadelphia. Several 
speeches were followed by the burning of a 

12 foot cross. Ina related issue State 
Representative Edward Wiggins of South Philadel- 
phia has introduced a resolution co-sponsored 
by 13 Representatives, including the entire 
Black Caucus, asking for a House investigation 
into Klan activities in the state.

The street will have 
plenty of vendors and other activities following 
the march which will end in Central Park with 
speeches. 


PRIMARY ELECTIONS 


On Tuesday 19 May the Pennsylvania Primary elec- 
tions were held. The Network focused it's attention 
on the statewide Judicial elections. We had decid- 
ed with our state of organization that it would 

not be wise to get too significantly involved with 
the many city races. If any elections for the Fall 
appear to be worthy of involvment or we are invited 
to become involved we will do so. 


Two Supreme Court Justices will be elected for ten 
years this Fall. This is the highest judicial 


authority in Penna. with seven Justices with the 
Chief Justice being the Justice with the longest 
continuous service on the Court. The Fall ballot 
will contain Republicans James McDermont and William 
Hutchinson. No information is avaialble at this 


writing on McDermont. State Representative Hutchin- 


son represented Schuykill County for thr past eight 
years. The 48 year old attorney has a 1957 Harvard 
Law Degree. Democrats chose S.L. Farino and Robert 
Colville. Judge Farino has sat on the Allegheny 
County Common Pleas Court since 1975. The 50 year 
old Judge has a 1958 George Washington University 
Law Degree. Judge Farino is also backed by Al 
Benedict and the State Democratic Committee. 
Attorney Colville is District Attorney of Allegheny 
County. He has previously served as Pittsburgh 
Police Chief and was the prosecutor in the recent 
Cyril Wecht, County Commissioner, misuse of funds 
case when he was County Coroner. The 45 year old 
attorney has a Duquesne University Law Degree, 


Feur Superior Court Judges will be elected for ten 
years this Fall. This is an intermediate Appelate 


Court established to reduce the workload of the 
Supreme Court. The Superior Court has 15 Judges. 
The Fall ballot will list Republicans John McLane, 
James Rowley, Vincent Cirillo, Perry Shertz, 
Stephen McEwen, Donald Wieand, Peter Olszewski, 
and Richard DiSalle. All of these candidates 
were cross filed with the Democratic ticket. 
John McLane is a 32 year old atrorney from 
Scranton and was a registered Concientuous 
Objector. Judge Rowley has been a Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas of Beaver County since 
1966. The 55 year old Judge has a good rating 
from the Penna. NOW. Judge Cirillo is Judge 

of the Court of Common Pleas of Montgomery 
County for nine years. The 53 year old Judge 
has a Temple University Law Degree. 


Judge Shertz was appointed to the Superior 
Court in 1980 and is now an incumbant candi- 
date. The 52 year old Judge has a Temple 
University Law Degree. Attorney McEwen is a 
48 year old trial and appelate lawyer from 
Drexel Hills. He has a Univ. of Penn. Law 
Degree. Judge Wieand is also an incumbant 
candidate having served the Superior Court 
for two years. The 54 year old Allentown 
resident a Law Degree from Dickinson Law 
School. He also has a good rating from 
Penna. NOW. Judge DiSalle is also an 
incumbant. The 48 year old McMurray 
resident has a University of Pittsburgh Law 
Degree. Judge Olszewski has been a Trial 
Judge for 14 years in Luzerne County. The 
55 year old Wilkes Barre resident has a Law 
Degree from St. John's Law. 


One Commonwealth Court Judge will be elected | 


for ten years. This Court consists of nine 
Judges and hears cases relating to the state 
and local governments as well as discrimina- 
tion cases carried to it by the Penna. 

Human Relations Commission. The Fall ballot 
will list Republicans Joseph Doyle and 
Madaline Palladino. Both Candidates have 
cross filed on the Democratic Ticket. 

Judge Palladino was apponted to the 
Commonwealth Court in 1980. The 56 year old 
Allentown resident has a Univ. of Penn. Law 
Degree and is highly rated by Penna. NOW. 
Attorney Doyle was a State Represntative 

for eight years. The 49 year old Alden 
resident has a Villanova Univ. Law Degree. 


We hope to develop a more comprehensive 
issue oriented guide on candidates running 
in the General Election.

Both HB 500 and 1036 remain in the 
Judiciary Committee. They will most likely 
remain there; however if action appears 
imminent we will keep you posted. The 
Legislature is more concerned with the 
passage of a State Budget prior to the end 
of June.
